E 
JECTION of the Nazi vandals 
from the Eternal City of Rome 
will be accepted the world over 
aa a guarantee of Allied ability 
to demolish Hitler’s fortress Eu­ 
rope—truly a propitious introduc­ 
tion to the D-day which will mark 
the final assault. 
That seems to me to be the out­ 
standing 
aspect 
of 
this 
grand 
achievement by the arms of civili­ 
zation. The moral effect will be 
tremendous. It’s a specific and 
overwhelming answer to der fuehr­ 
e r’s wild cry of yesterday: 
“The year of the invasion will 
bring Germany’s enemies an anni­ 
hilating defeat at the most deci­ 
sive moment." 
Three years ago, or even less 
time, such a declaration from the 
master gangster would have made 
many peoples cringe. But today 
with his shattered legions fleeing 
northward from Rome before the 
hotly-pursuing Allies, 
the harsh 
gutterals which once terrified the 
timid are Just the empty mouth 
ing8 of a beaten Herr Schickle- 
gruber. 
IT ’S worthy of note that once 
again Hitler has proved him 
self to be without respect for his 
own word. He had declared that 
German troops were not occupying 
Rome. 
Yet Allied forces had to fight 
their way into this city for whose 
preservation all civilized people 
were praying. Fortunately there 
seems to have been small damage 
done to the capital, according to 
reports thus far. 
The recapture of Rome satis­ 
fies one of the two major objec­ 
tives of the Allied offensive in 
Italy. The other is the annihilation 
of German Field Marshal Kessel 
ring's armies. 
How well the Allies will succeed 
in the grim task of destroying the 
enemy is still to be determined 
They are pursuing columns from 
the Nazi loth and 14th armies 
northward from Rome today and 
continuing to take a bloody toll. 
The Allied air force is piling the 
highways with dead Germans and 
shattered equipment. 
Some 20,000 prisoners have been 
taken during the 25-day-old on­ 
slaught. The total of the great 
number 
of 
Germans 
killed 
or 
wounded is something which Kes- 
selring himself can’t know at this 
time. 


ALLIES CHASE BEATEN GERMANS 
IN SMASH PAST CAPTURED JOME 
Warplanes Leave 
Highways Packed 
With Enemy Dead 


FIVE German divisions—perhaps 
more than 50,000 men — vir 
tually have been annihilated. Sev 
eral others have been shattered. 
The greatest slaughter may be go 
lng on at this moment of debacle 
Those troops which haven't yet 
retreated past Rome towards the 
north are in dire danger of being 
trapped. The position of the Ger­ 
man forces which have been hold­ 
ing between Rome and the sea is 
particularly precarious. 
Whether Kesselring will have 
enough strength left to make a 
stand on the Rimini-Pisa line, 160 
miles north of Rome, depends on 
what happens on those awful high­ 
ways as his men flee from death. 
That probably would be the line 
he would choose under normal cir­ 
cumstances, since it would guard 
the approaches to the French Riv­ 
iera and the Balkans. He may keep 
on going to the main German line 
of the Po river. 
A big question which already 
must be in many minds is whether 
the capture of Rome completes 
another section of the Allied jig­ 
saw puzzle of attack on Hitler’s 
fortress Europe, thus enabling a 
further operation to be undertaken. 
It’s possible, of course, that. there 
may be several subsidiary offen­ 
sives before Dday itself arrives.

In the new drive, while one col-

Wind Of Freedom 


American Forces Half Smothered With Kisses, Roses 


As They Drove Triumphantly Into Waiting Rome

OME, June 4— (Delayed)—This cradle of the western 
world rocked tonight with the high wind of freedom, 
stirred by the Fifth army and thousands of Italian Partisans 
flaunting red flags. 
Behind a screen of Roman volunteers who wore hammer 
and sickle arm bands and waved old firearms, American forces 
drove from suburban Centocelle to the Tiber river, while half 
smothered with kisses and roses. 
The German wehrmaeht, which once swore Rome was an 
open city, fought futilely in the ancient streets to delay the 
American thrust. 
Wherever the American moved forward today against hit-and- 
run Nazi armored forces they found Italians—of all ages and degrees 
of poverty—ready to die for “the liberation". 
“Why were you so long coming? We expected you four months 
ago," some of the Partisans said. 
But others lying dead across German machine guns they had 
tried to seize barehanded, or waiting In unwhimpering silence for 
their wounds to be bandaged, asked no questions. 
"I saw a 10-year-old boy carrying ammunition for hia elder brother 
in sniper patrol. 
A gray-haired peasant In his middle 50's begged 
to be put into action. 
A dark-haired girl with a bandolier insisted, 
“Me Partisan, too." 
By military standards the battle for Rome was merely a heavy 
skirmish with the objective temporarily being to secure the Tiber 
bridges. 
From just behind the leading tank, however, I found the 
struggle as hard on the senses as getting hit between the eyes with 
brass knuckles. 
Several tanks and one heavy self-propelled gun held up our 
armor for seven hours at a point five miles outside Rome. 
But the 
Allied commander accepted unusual riBka rather than hring down a 
devastating fire on areas where civilians might be sheltering or cul­ 
tural treasures harmed. 
As the final push sent Gen. Sherman tanks clattering through

Error That Wrecked Ill-Fated Wilson Settlement

Brooklyn’s Object Lesson 
F 
ORTUNATELY, the possibility of aerial ralde 
hat been discounted so heavily that Brook- 
lyn’a object lesson In the potency of chlorine gas 
may be treated as merely an Isolated accident. 
More than 1,000 persons were affected directly 
when a single cylinder of the gas sprang a leak 
while being carried through a congested part of 
the borough—a demonstration of what would 
happen if hundreds of cylinders could be dropped 
from planes. 
Chlorine gas released from cylinders was the 
beginning of German chemical warfare in World 
War I. The potentialities of poison gas have hung 
ominously over the world ever since; they have 
been neglected In this war only because gas Is a 
weapon so deadly that both sides fear It. Though 
It Is not subject to the wholesale use foreseen for 
it after the Germans first used it with devastating 
effect in April. 1916, the Brooklyn episode reveals 
what gas bombs dropped in cities could do. 
Besides the physical effect, nothing more quick­ 
ly undermines morale—the explanation for the 
fact that British civilians were given gas masks 
as the first step in civilian preparedness. 
Throughout the war, gas has continued to be 
a major weapoh held in suspense. It may well be 
the "surprise" promised by the Germans for the 
Allied invasion. A thousand persons in Brooklyn 
can testify to the potency of chlorine gat.

HE shattered British army had been taken off 
the beaches 
at 
Dunkirk. Prime 
Minister 
Churchill, speaking for England In her darkest 
hour, promised a fight to the finish." . . . On the 
beaches, landing grounds, In fields, In streets and 
on the hills . . . we shall never surrender. . . .” 
The Germans methodically set about their 
meticulously planned Job of destroying the repub­ 
lic of France and insolently warned the United 
States that Britain was sending secret agents to 
this continent. Italy stabbed the staggering French 
in the back. There was nothing on earth to stop 
the onward rush of a strong and determined 
enemy—nothing but the grim determination of 
those who believed the enemy could be stopped 
because he had to be stopped. 
And in the end, they prevailed, despite all the 
obstacles thrown in front of them. They resolved 
that "too little and too late" should 
become 
"enough and on time", In June, 1944, fourth anni­ 
versary of their triumph, they have earnod what­ 
ever gratitude the thoughtful may remember to 
give them. 


No Satisfaction Guaranteed 
n rH E spilt milk of what happened at Pearl Har- 
* 
bor on Dec. 7, 1941, cannot be corrected by 
the court-martial of Rear Admiral Klmmel and 
MaJ. Oen. Short. But until It has been determined 
once and for all that these two men, officially 
responsible for the military eecurlty of the base, 
were not done an Injustice by being removed from 
their commands, their fair trial by court-martial 
must contltnue to be a public, as well as a mili­ 
tary, necessity. 
The circumstances or their cases are still 
obscure. The late Secretary of Navy Knox seemed 
to exonerate them of responsibility for the sur­ 
prise attack when he made his Inspection a few 
days afterward. Yet, they were removed from 
their commands, and on Feb. 2S, 1942, the war 
and navy departments announced they would be 
tried for "dereliction of duty". 
The procedure of a court-martial would be 
extremely difficult under the regulations calling 
for the presence of key army and navy personnel. 
Both officers hold rank and seniority entitling 
them under military law to the presence of many 
of the key generals and admirals now conducting 
the war. 
Ultimately, however, they must be given a 
hearing, not for the purpose of satisfying them­ 
selves, their champions, or their critics, hut for 
the purpose of closing the record accurately 
on a momentous event. 


Peace Emergency Administration 
A L L 'he exploratory conversation and tentative 
* * steps toward conversion of war industry to 
peacetime production with a minimum of waste 
and dislocation lead to the same conclusion: It 
is primarily a problem in efficient administration. 
The peace emergency, in terms of Impact on 
Industry and business, will he critical, In one way, 
at least, it will be more critical than the war 
emergency. The handling of the latter wee eased 
at many points by availability of almost unlimited 
funds; no cost was too great. Reconversion to 
peacetime production, on the other hand, must be 
on an economic basil, with costs controlled and 
rationalized. 
The obstacle of government confusion—both by 
design and accident—is being dealt with more 
kindly In early conversations than is Justified. 
It Is an indisputable fact that reconversion would 
be an Infinitely brighter prospect than it ie now 
if Industry could be assured in advance of the 
complete cooperation 
and 
sympathetic 
under- 
atanding of the federal government. 
The process could become a hopeless muddle If, 
instead of cooperation and understanding, recon­ 
version fell under the blight of the same New 
Deal attitude which, before the war, sought to 
keep all private enterprise on the defensive. 


E 
V E R Since Mr. Sumner Welles’ 
recent address there has been 
a growing tendency for men to take 
eidee about the role of the smaller 
and the larger powers. 
There is here, of cotyse, a funda­ 
mental, probably the fundamental, 
problem of world organization, and 
we must seek to clarify and resolve 
the Issues, not to dramatize aud 
sharpen them. 
Since the United States is one of 
the great powers, Americans can 
approach this question most lucidly I 
by defining the commitments which 
they can and should assume. 
The commitment upon which the 
whole problem turns is how far and 
in what way the United States 
should pledge itself to use military 
force. 
It was on th is question that the 
Wilson settlement broke down and 
we cannot afford another failure. 
But In Baying thia we mutt not as­ 
sume, aa Mr. Wellea does, that Wil­ 
son had the right solution and that 
we now must put it into effect. 
There are compelling reasons for 
thinking that Wilson failed because 
with the beat of intentions, he came 
home with the wrong solution. 
The crucial question at Paris was 
whether to make a specific treaty 
of peace with Germany and then 
to organize a league, or whether 
to organize the league and charge 
it with enforcing and administer­ 
ing and revising the treaty with 
Germany, as well as with the solu­ 
tion of all other International ques­ 
tions. 


I 
F Wilson had agreed to a specific 
and separate Germany treaty 
first, he would have come back 
with the definite but limited pro­ 
posal to have the United States 
help enforce German disarmament 
over a fixed period of years. 
There can be little doubt that 
this treaty would have been rati­ 
fied easily. 
It was precisely what Wilson's 
leading Republican opponents, who 
were by no means isolationists or 
pacifists, were asking when Wilson 
first went to Paris, 
Such a German treaty would have 
held the victorious Allies together 
for the specific and Intelligible task 
of making sure that Germany did 
not rearm and try again. 
The fact that the United States 
as well as Great Britain definitely 
were committed would have trans­ 
formed the French attitude toward 
the German republic. 
For if the German democrats had 
assn this specific commitment, they 
would have dared to surpress more 
drastically the surviving German 
militarists; 
the French, 
assured 
of support against a revival of Ger­ 
man military power, would have 
been less fearful of, and therefore 
less unfriendly to, the weak Ger­ 
man republic. 
But President Wilson would not 
take this line, and instead of a spe­ 
cific commitment to enforce th* 
German treaty, he Insisted upon 
giving the league a general world­ 
wide commitment to guarantee all 
frontiers, and in the end to enforce 
all treaties. 
It was against thia general, this 
vague and this all-inclusive com­ 
mitment that the senate rebelled 
and Wilson, who was too ill to re­ 
consider his position, preferred to 
let the whole settlement fall. 


I 
F we are wise, we shall not re­ 
peat the Wilsonian mistake. As 
regards pledges to use force la the 
future, our best course is to make 
them definite in object aud limited 
in time by embodying them, not in 
the chapter of the new international 
organization but in the treaties by 
which, for the period of their pro­ 
bation. we settle with Germany in 
Europe and with Japan in Asia. 
In the chapter of the new league 
open to all peace-loving states we 
need not and should not Incorpor­ 
ate any commitments to use mili­ 
tary force. 
We should base the new league 
not on the principle of enforcing 
world peace but on the principle of 
continual consultation. 
If we invest the league with mili­ 
tary power, we have no choice but 
to make the biggest military pow­ 
ers dominant. 
Neither the United States, nor 
Britain, nor the Soviet Union con­ 
ceivably would consent to let an 
International assembly of some BO 
or 60 nations, or even a council of 
seven of l l 
nations, decide by 
majority or any other kind of vote 
to set their armies in motion. 
An association, In which all na­ 
tions are sovereign and equal, can­ 
not wield military power. It can 
consult end collaborate. 
B 
UT lf we make the commitment 
to use force as part of a settle­ 
ment that is divorced from the 
organization 
of the 
league, 
the 
roles of both large and small pow­ 
ers will be clear. 
When we fix our attention- on 
the specific task of enforcing the 
settlement with our enemies lf is 
immediately 
evident 
that 
many 
smaller power* must at once be 
brought in. 
To administer and enforce, say 
for 20 years, a special regime to 
keep Germany disarmed it is abso­ 
lutely essential that the Immediate 
neighbors of Germany should ap­ 
prove and should participate. 
Britain, Russia and America can­ 
not and will not long police Ger­ 
many all by themselves. 
Merely to get to and from Ger­ 
many they have to pass through 
France Belgium, Luxemburg, the 
Netherlands, Denmark, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia. 
It would be absurd to think that 
Germany can be Inspected, super­ 
vised, occupied or otherwise con­ 
trolled without the active, whole­ 
hearted support of her European 
neighbors, 
lf this fact Is recognised, then 
these countries have to be drawn 
in immediately, not only for con­ 
sultation about the German armis­ 
tice and settlement, hut as princi­ 
pals, aa signatories of the treaties 
and agreements and as enforcing 
powers. 
When that la done the Issue of 
the great states versus the small 
ones will have been resolved. 
By concentrating and focusing 
the commitment to use fores upon 
the specific end limited task of 
making effective settlements with 
our enemies we shall avoid the 
fundamental difficulties st home 
and abroad on which the Wilson­ 
ian settlement was wrecked.

Goodwill Isn’t Assumed

F 
ROM the Congressional Record 
of May IO, I take these figures 
on the national debt from George 
Washington to Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt. And It shows some astonish­ 
ing relationships between war and 
debt. 
We came out of the Revolution­ 
ary war with a huge debt for a 
small country, 175,880,000, which 
meant a per capita of $19.32. Fifty 
years later, that la by the year 1840, 
the national debt had been reduced 
to 18.673,000 with a per capita of 21 
cents. 
Practically speaking the debt wan 
nothing and its cost to the In­ 
dividual was equal to four nickel 
cigar*. 
The Civil war ahot th# debt up so 
that the end of the Lincoln adminis­ 
tration found this country with a 
national debt of $2,677,929,000—the 
per capita was $77.07. 
For 20 years, beginning with the 
administration of President Grant 
and continuing through the admin­ 
istration 
of 
President 
Harrison, 
debt reduction was constant until 
It fell to $961,431,000 In 1898—the 
per capita being $14.49. 
This was an era of great pros­ 
perity. of the widest constructive 
developments in railroads, the open­ 
ing of mines and the establish­ 
ments of industry. 
E 
VEN a small war, like the Span- 
ish-Amerlcan, shot the debt up 
to $1,436,700,000 with a per capita 
of $19.33, and following It for a 
prolonged period the debt remained i 


I fairly atable, but as the population 
increased, the per capita was re­ 
duced so that by 1916, It was only 
$11.96. 
The First World war shows what 
wars do to national debts. Take the 
four years:

We came down for a while, but 
not far. The lowest point was 1930, 
when the debt was $16,185,308,000 
with a per capita of $131.49. Then 
we began to shoot up again. 
This year the debt will be $206,-

$1,846.80. On June 30, 1946, 
the 
national debt of the United States 
will 
be at least 
$268,000,000,000 
with a per capita of $1,984.61. Every 
family of five in thia country on 
that date will have a first lien of 
its productivity of $9,923.06, 
These figures may bore th* read­ 
er who dislikes such dry-ss-dust 
stuff, hut the money comes out of 
your pocket and you might Just aa 
well get used to looking at these 
millions and billions with interest, 
excitement, and considerably wor­ 
ry. 


a NATIONAL debt is a personal 
* * obligation 
of 
every 
citizen. 
The politician who says that It 
doe* not count because we owe it 
to ourselves Is not telling the truth. 
To say it in simpler language: 
He is lying. We owe It to each 


other perhaps 
but 
not 
to 
our­ 
selves. And what we owe to each 
other must be paid. The debt deter­ 
mines the credit of the country and 
the value of its currency. A man 
may burn hi* own honda as a con­ 
tribution to the nation's credit but 
he cannot burn another person’* 
bonds. 
To meet these obligations, the 
government will need between five 
and six billion dollars in carrying 
charges each year. which means 
that that much money must be col­ 
lected in taxes each year to take 
care of the debt alone without re­ 
gard to other costs of government. 
We. therefore, shall have to pay 
high taxes in the future—and econ­ 
omies only can he effected in the 
costs of administration. There can 
and will he no economies in the 
carrying charges of th# debt, for 
to monkey with that would bs to 
Invite a wild. speculative inflation 
that would, if it became serious 
enough, wreck the country irre­ 
trievably. 
These are the figures and the 
facts end they ought to bs heeded 
because not the government has 
these obligations hut because each 
Individual citizen carries this load. 
They are a first mortgage on his 
earnings. They are a first mortgage 
In fact on his life. They come out 
of his earnings before food and 
lodging, before he can do anything 
(or his children. Our political think­ 
ing for the next quarter of a cen­ 
tury will renter on this question 
of the debt.

luctance that the nations attacked 
formed the conclusion that a con­ 
dition 
of 
Incompatibility 
exist* 
which must be resolved at any cost 
In favor of their way of life. 
Even so. they do not demand that 
th* war must rags on to the point 
of annihilation; that decision now 
lies with the nations being forced 
slowly and at great cost, to aban­ 
don their own plots of annihilation. 
There can be no compromise with 
the evil they represent. 
If the Pope’s message turns their 
leaders' hearts and purges their 
minds of savage ambition, the war 
may end sooner rather than later. 
The Pope has been faithful to his 
Christian duty. which is to express 
the highest aspirations of men of 
goodwill. To the extent that ma­ 
terial force is successful In its mis­ 
sion of frustrating Axis plans, those 
aspirations will be preserved for 
the guidance and ennoblement of 
posterity.

In spite of all the ballyhoo you 
hoar about the 
widespread fre­ 
quency and 
dangers of vitamin 
deficiency, 
these 
patient:, 
were 
such curiosities that all the staff 
members *cre especially invited to 
see them. They were shown to 
both the senior and Junior classes 
of medical students, because they 
might not get a chance to see 
another case, at least for a long 
time. 
There u«u been one other case 
of scurvy in the hospital this win­ 
ter—an sault. And It was quite 
a 
curiosity 
too. 
And 
remember 
this In a hospital w hcrt about 
25.0t>9 indi.iduals are taken care 
of a year. Yet in all that number 
this is the only adult whose trouble 


was diagnosed as a vitamin de­ 
ficiency.

Distribute any ful­ 
ness evenly at center of collar 
and press collar crosswise. 
Do 
not pull wrinkles out or push iron. 
Steam freely for best results. Col­ 
lars are on the bias and are there­ 
fore very stretchy. 
Never press 
collar from shoulder to shoulder, or 
from side to side. Do not pull col­ 
lar while pressing, as you will 
make it stand away from neckline. 
Bustline and Top of Sleeves 
Any curved part of suit and 
bustline should be pressed over a 
padded pressing mlt to keep curves 
in place. 
This avoids flattening 
out o r Stretching of cloth.

Front Edges: Most Jackets have 
tape stitched inside lining at edges 
to keep front of garment aligned.
